Item that every houſehonlver paying ten chillings rent o2 a- 
bove, ſhall foz him 82 herſelf be diſcharged of their four offer- 
ing dayes; but his wife, childzen, ſervants oz others of the(r 
family, taking their rites of the Church at Eaſter, chall pay two 
pence fo their four offering dayes yearly. 

Pꝛovided alwayes , and it is decreed, That if any houſe 
o2 houſes which hath been, oz hereafter ſhall be letten fo2 ten 
ſhillings rent by year oz moze, be oz hath at any time within 
eight years laſt paſſed, oz hereafter hall be divided and leaſed 
into ſmall parcels o2 members, ytelding leſs yearly rent then 
ten ſhillings by year, That then the owner oz owners if he oz 
fhey dwell in any'part of ſuch houſe, oz elſe the pꝛint ipal leaſe 
oz leaſes, if the owner o2 owners do not dwell in ſome part of the 
ſame, ſhall from hencefozth pay fo2 his oz their Tythes, after 
ſach rate of rent as the ſame houſe was acuſtomed to be letten 
foz befoꝛe ſuch diviſion, oz dividing info parts oz members: 
And the under-fermo2 and ferme2s, leaſe and leaſes to be diſ⸗ 
charged of all Tythes fo2 ſuch ſmall 'parcels, parts oz mem, 
bers rented at leſs yearly rent than ten ſhillings by year, with⸗ 
out fraud oꝛ covin, paying two pence apiece yearly foz their four 
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P2ovided al way, and it is decrecd, That foz ſuch gardens as ap⸗ Rs 
pertain not to any Panſton-houſe, © which any perſon oz perſons 
boldeth, oz Hall hold in his oz their hands foz pleaſure, o2 to his 
own uſe, that then the perſon ſo holding the ſame, ſhill pay no 
Tithes fo2 the ſame. But if any perſon oz perſons, which 
holdeth oz hall hold any ſach garden, containing half an acre, 

o2 mo2e, doth, oz ſhall make ante yearly p2cfit thereof by way of 
ſale : that then he oz they ſhall pay Tithes ſoꝛ the ſame after ſuch 
rate of his rent as is herein fir avove ſpecified. 

Pꝛovided alſo, that if anie ſuch gardens, now being of the G dens. 
quantity of half an acre oz moze, be hereafter by fraud oz csvin 
divided into leſs quantity oꝛ quantities, then to pay Tithe accoꝛd⸗ 
ing ts the rate aboveſaid. | 

Pꝛovided alwayes, That this decree ſhall not extend to the .blcmen;eos 
houſes of great men, or noble men, oz noble women, kept in 
their own hands, and not letten kfoz ante rent, which in time 
paſt hath payed no Tithes, ſo long as they ſh Il ſo continue un⸗ 
tetten, noz to ante Halls of Crafts oz Companies,ſo long as they g., 
be kept unletten; ſo that the ſame Þalls in time paſt hive not 
uſcd to pay anie Tithes. 

P2ovided alwaies, and it is decreed, That this pꝛeſent ozder sued, Stables 
end decree ſhall not in ante wiſe extend to bind oz charge anie vuds &c: 
ſheds, ſtables, cellers, ttmber-yards, ne teinter-pards, which 
were never parcel of antc divelling houſe, ne pertainiag oz be- 
longing to anie dwelling houſe, ne have accuſtomed to pay anie 
Tithes, but that the ſaid Citizens and Inhabitants, ſhill thcre- 
of be quit of paiment of anie Tithes, as it hath been uſed and ac- 
cuffomed. 

P22vided alſo, and it is decreed, That where leſs ſumme 
than after the rate of fixtzen pence half penny in the ten ſhil- 

lings rent, o2 leſs ſumme than two ſhillings and nine pence in 
the twenty ſhillings rent, hath ben accuſtomed to be pated fo? 
Tithes, That then and tn ſuch places, the ſaid Citizens and 
Inhabitants hell pay but onely after ſuch rate as hath been ac- 
cuſtomed. 

Item it is alſo decreed. That if a vartance, controverſie 02 ©... vcGs. 
rife, do, 82 ſhall hereafter ariſe in the ſaid Citie foz non⸗pai⸗Lo d Mayor: 
ment of any Tithes; oz if anie variance oz doubt ariſe upon the 
true knowlevg, oz diviſion of ante rent ez tith:s within the li⸗ 
bertios of the ſaid Citie, oz of anie extent oz afſeCment hergof,

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Thit then upon complaint made by the party grieved to the 
Paro of the Citie of London fo2 the time being, the ſaiv.Þapoz 
by the adviſe of his Counſel , ſhall call the;ſaid parties befo2g 
him, and make a final end in the ſame, with, coſts to be award⸗ 
ed at the diſcretion of the ſaid $5yoz and his aiffants, ;acog2y- 
ing fo the intent and purpozt of-this-p2eſent Decree, 28 

And it the ſaid Payoz make not an end thereof within two 
months after complaint to him made, aꝝ if ante of the ſaid parties 
find themſelves grieved, that then the Lozd Chancelloz of Eng- 
land foz the time being, upon complaint to him made within 
tbꝛee months then next following, ſhall make am end in the 
ſame, with ſuch, coſts to be awarded as ſhall be thought con- 
venient, acco2ding to the intent and pur poꝛt of this ſaid Decree, 

Pꝛovided alwayes, That if any perſon oz perſons take any te- 
nement foz a leſs rent then it was accuſtsmed to be letten foz, by 
reaſon of any great rnine oz decay, burning, 02 ſach like occa, 
flons oz misfoztunes : That then ſuch perſon e2 perſons, his 
executoꝛs oz aligns ſhall pay tyfhes onely after the rate of the 
rent reſervep-in bis oz their leaſe, and none otherwiſe, as long 
as the ſame leaſe ſhall endure. 
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
